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NUMBER  OF  NATION’S  DAIRY  COWS  BEING  BRED  ARTIFICIALLY 


During  1961,  7,047,  148  dairy  cows,  or  36.  7 percent  of  the  dairy  cows 
and  heifers  that  were  2 years  old  and  over  kept  for  milk  were  bred  artificially. 
This  year  for  the  first  time  a report  was  obtained  on  the  number  of  beef  cows 
bred  artificially  through  the  AI  organizations.  During  1961,  435,  592  beef 
cows  were  bred.  The  total  number  of  cows,  beef  and  dairy,  bred  artificially 
during  1961  was  7,  482,  740.  This  is  338,  061,  or  4.  7 percent  more  cows  than 
were  bred  artificially  in  1961. 

Wisconsin  continued  to  lead  the  States  in  number  of  dairy  cows  bred 
artificially,  with  1,  291,  835  cows  bred  in  1961.  States  in  which  more  than 
250,000  cows  were  bred  artificially  in  1961  are  as  follows:
